Electrical dispute being 
blamed for terminal delay 



Detroit Metro Airport's long- 
awaited mid-field terminal's open¬ 
ing has been delayed again. The 
terminal, originally expected to 
open on December 9, was baeked- 
ofif to January 20, earlier in the 
year, but now will probably not 
open until spring of2002. 

Additional security require¬ 
ments necessitated by September 
Ilth, and an electrical dispute are 
being blamed for the delay. 

The $1.2 billion project that 
when finished will encompass 2- 
million square feet, which is 1 14 
times the size of the Great Lakes 
Crossing Shopping Center, is be¬ 
ing eagerly anticipated by travel¬ 
ers. 

On October 10, the project's 
principal electrical contractor.

Seatbelt useage up 

A community-wide effort to in¬ 
crease the useage of seatbelts 
posted substantial results during 
October Before the effort began, 
72% of Romulus motorists were 
wearing seatbelts. After the effort 
that number had increased to 
81%. 

The effort began with the Ro¬ 
mulus Police Explorers conduct¬ 
ing a pre-enforcement seatbelt 
nspape survey at selected inter- 

sections in Romulus on October 
13. Observers were posted at the 
intersections and determined the 
72% rate. 

From that day until October 28, 
the Romulus Police Department 
targeted and enforced seatbelt vi¬ 
olations on selected roadways. 
Their results show that 175 occu¬ 
pants were ticketed for not using 
seatbelts. 

Then, on November 1, the Ro¬ 
mulus High School Students 
Against Drunk Drivers conducted 
a post-enforcement survey. That 
survey inducted the 9% gain in 
useage.

America lost a good friend last week Up¬ 
per-Peninsula born Percy Ross became 
world-famous by giving away all his money- 
some $30 million. Through Michigan Com¬ 
munity Newspapers and several hundred 
other media outlets he fielded requests for 
money and gave it out to those in need. 

Although I never met the 84-year-old 
Ross, I talked to him by phone on many oc¬ 
casions. He was particularly interested in 
our efforts in Western Wayne to help needy 
families at Christmas. He was always avail¬ 
able to encourage our efforts in that regard. 

But he would also call just to lament 
about his dwindling fortune or some of the 
less-kind letters he would get You would 
think giving away millions of dollars would 
be a simple process but it wasnt Percy had 
to hire a staff to read the thousands of let¬ 
ters and then took it on the chin many times 
from ungrateful readers. 

For instance, an ungrateful reader from 
Kansas was miffed that she had written 
four letters to Percy asking for a $195,000 
home for her mother, and had not received 
a response. 

The reader wrote, 'You claim to help peo¬ 
ple—liar! The only person you appear to be 
helping is yourself-by publicizing your so 
called "great deeds." You're nothing but a 


cheap, old 
man who 
has never, 
ever done 
any good in 
this world 
except to 
benefit 
yourself." 

Another woman from Minnesota wrote, 
"Why didn't you give me the $10,000 I re¬ 
quested for my wedding? Why are you so 
cold-hearted? You're a millionaire- why are 
you so stingy? We're only talking a measly 
$ 10 , 000 ." 

Despite a few 'bad apples," Ross was able 
to help thousands of people. He paid for 
several organ transplants and even con¬ 
tributed money to a community recreation¬ 
al center. 

In his final column that was printed in 
this newspaper two years ago Ross said, 
"I've achieved my goal. I've given it all away. 
You've given me so much over the years. In 
many respects, I'm far richer today than 
when I started."

I know, I will be thanking a 
successful philanthropist named Percy 
Ross, who did more to help the people of 
America, than any one else I know.

Downriver Representative Bill 
O’Neal is heading up a recount 
of the votes of this last election. 

I urge you to call Representa¬ 
tive Bruce Patterson and let him 
know how you feel about this leg¬ 
islation and if you want it to pass 
and to contact Mr. Bill O’Neal’s 
office to let him know how you 
feel about this almost secret elec¬ 
tion and support the recount ef¬

If you live in Wayne, Romu¬ 
lus, and Westland or wherever, I 
urge you to call your local repre¬ 
sentative about this issue.

Homeowners in Canton’s ritzy 
west-side subs rejoiced when the 
Canton Township Board with¬ 
drew a proposal for a $8-million 
water park on a 15-acre parcel at 
Ford and Ridge roads. 

Township Supervisor Tom 
Yack presented the proposal to 
get back some of the $500,000- 
plus a year that township resi¬ 
dents fork over to Wayne County 
for recreation. 

But at two recent public hear¬ 
ings, west-side homeowners re¬ 
peated dissed the proposal. In 
retrospect, the hearings were 
unnecessary. All Yack had to do 
was read the unsigned flier that 
drew nearby homeowners to the 
hearing. 

It said: “The Canton board is 
planning to destroy the value of 
your home! Do you want the rest 
of Wayne County clogging your 
roads, cruising your neighbor¬ 
hood, trashing your community 
or making so much noise you 
can’t stand to be in your own 
back yard while your tax dollars 
pay for it all?” 

But Yack held the hearing, 
heard the complaints, discount¬ 
ed pro-water-park statements 
from relatives of his staff, and 
withdrew the proposal. 

“I believe that is critical that a 


project of this type needs to have 
wide support in the community 
to ensure its success,” he said. 

Clean withdrawal? No way, I 
say. There will be a price to pay 
for spurning the county park, 
since the politically correct 
crowd is already blaming the re¬ 
jection on west-side neighbors’ 
fears of outsiders coming to Can¬ 
ton’s west-side. 

In order to deflect the politi¬ 
cally correct inquisition and 
ease a little guilt, I predict that 
the township will reverse itself 
and make Martin Luther King Jr.

Benedictine, best in State, ends Vikings streak at 41 

BeSlevISle, Salem 
win district titles

After 41 consecutive victories 
and two consecutive conference 
basketball titles, Inkster High and 
Coach Dave Mann have finally 
tasted the bitter pill of defeat 

And it was handed to the 
Viking coach and his team by 
none other than Detroit Benedic¬ 
tine where some of Mann’s former 
players decided to attend school 
after leaving Bishop Borgess. 

Mann’s Vikings clashed with 
Detroit Benedictine Tuesday 
night in the semifinal round of the 
Class C district playoffs last week 
at Livonia Clarenceville and came 
out on the shortend of a 65-49 de¬ 
cision. The loss, the Vikings’ first 
under their sophomore coach, 
ended a remarkable season. 
Inkster had won 21 straight this 
season and 20 last year to run its 
winning streak to a record 41 
straight before the Ravens 
snapped it forever more. 

But don’t shed tears for the 
Vikings, the Inkster coach said. 
He’ll have all of his Vikings back - 
none of the 13 players on the 2001 
roster are seniors. 

“In order to beat them,” said 
Mann referring to the Benedictine 
game, “we had to play a perfect 
game and they had to be off their 
game. It didn’t happea.” 

Ironically, four members of the 
Benedictine team were members 
of Mann’s team three years ago at 
Bishop Borgess. The Ravens’ star, 
whom Mann considers the best 
point guard in the game this year’, 
led the Ravens against her former 
coach.

“Her dominating leadership on 
the floor was crucial in this 
game,” said Mann. “You know, at 
one point of the game when I was 
shouting instructions to my team, 
she (Young) looked over at me and 
wondered if I was telling her what 
to do.” 

Behind balanced scoring and 
Young’s leadership, the Ravens 
jumped to a 16-9 lead and never 
fell behind. 

The Detroiters held on, 30-19, 
at the half and, although the 
Vikings closed within eight twice 
in the third quarter, they never re¬ 
ally could overcome the deficit 
The Ravens led by as much as 15 


points, 48-33, at the beginning of 
the fourth quarter 

Benedictine, ranked No. 1 in 
the state throughout most of the • 
year, put three players in double 
figures. Joei Clyburn finished 
with a team high 16 points, while 
teammates Qayatta Hines added 
15 and Young tossed in 12. Young, 
committed to the University of 
Toledo after her high school ca¬ 
reer ends, also served up a dozen 
assists. 

Inkster produced the top indi¬ 
vidual scorer in the game. That 
honor went to Laelah Qawee. The 
5-8 junior forward drilled 21 
points. The Vikings had a pair of 


six-shooters in (.'arena Easley and 
Tiffany Smith. 

The officials didn’t come under 
fire, either, for this one. 

“I felt it was a well officiated 
game,” said Mann afterward. 

The game could have been 
closer if the Vikings had been 
more diligent at the free throw 
line where they capitalized on five 
of 17 of their opportunities. The 
Ravens didn’t fare much better as 
they sank two of 14. 

Benedictine went on to beat 
Southfield Christian by 15 for the 
championship. Christian qualified 
for the title game by beating 
Clarenceville, 51-21. 


...But Vikings nail Bishop Borgess 


With four players scoring four 
points each in the first period, 
Inkster roared into the Class C 
District Playoffs last week by 
trouncing Bishop Borgess, 67-35, 
in the first-round of the district 
playoffs. The victory qualified 
Coach Dave Mann’s Vikings to 
meet the state’s No. 1 Class C 
team, Benedictine, in the semifi¬ 
nal round of the playoffs at Livo¬ 
nia Clarenceville. 

Inkster’s Evelyn Heath, Brit¬ 
tany Evans, Carena Easley and 


Khadigrian Murphy each scored 
four points in the opening period 
to lift the Vikings to a command¬ 
ing 164 lead. But Borgess came 
back and cut the Vikings’ advan¬ 
tage to nine at half, 26-18, and that 
became a concern for the Vikings. 

Whatever Mann told his team 
at the break obviously worked.. 
Inkster came back and outscored 
their opponents 16-4 to break 
away by 20. The Vikings led 42-22 
at the end of the third, which per¬ 
mitted Mann to indiscriminately 


substitute during the final quarter 

Borgess has in its lineup some 
of the players who were left be¬ 
hind when Mann decided to leave 
the AD’s job at the Dearborn 
Heights’ high school for his pre¬ 
sent position at Inkster High. 

“I felt we got off to a good start 
against them (Borgess),” said 
Mann, “but then we allowed them 
back into the game. Our kids came 
back and took control of the game 
in the second half, and I was real¬ 
ly pleased with that” 


The Vikings got balanced scor¬ 
ing out of their lineup. Easley’s 15 
topped the field. Evans, Young 
and Smith all checked in with 12 
points each. 

The victory stretched the 
Vikings’ winning streak to 41, and 
was the longest high school win¬ 
ning streak in the state at the time. 

However, on Tuesday, Mann 
and the Vikings ran up against De¬
